Subject:  .Instructions  for  the  sampling  of  evaporated  nilk  purchased  by  the 
Federal  Surplus  Comnodities  Corporation  with  special  reference 
to  ArJiouncenent  FSC-499, 


Those  instructions  supersede  all  previous  instructions  issued  governing  the 
sainpling  of  evaporated  milk.     Particular  attention  should  be  given  to  the  fol- 
lowing points  in  i^Jiouncement  FSC-499,  copies  of  which  and  Form  FSC-1539B  are 
attached.  ; 

1,  Offers  may  be  submitted  for  any  c^uantity  in  multiples  of  not  less 
than  a  minimijua  carload  and  are  preferred  in  multiples  of  maximum 
carloads.     On  delivery  no  minus  or  plus  tolerance  v/ill  Ir:  permitted 
viithin  the  accepted  quantity. 

2,  Under  "Inspection"  note  that  all  evaporated  milk  offered  shall  be 
ready  for  sampling  on  the  date  indicated  in  the  offer,  which  date 
shall  be  not  later  than  the  third  Tuesday  after  the  Tucsda-^r  for 
which  the  offer  was  submitted', 

3,  Under  "pacl^aging  and  Harking"  note  that  unless  othon'/isc  specifi- 
cally authorized  by  the  F.S.C.C.,  all  evaporated  milk  delivered 
shall  be  packed  4C  cans  per  case  in  tv'-pes  FSC  A-2,  A-4,  A-G,  3  or 
C  cases  in  accordance  v.dth  the  specifications  described  in  Form 
FCC-1539B  (attached),  which  v/ill  be  acceptable  to  Fv.S.CoC.,  or 
uns  tr cppc  d  dome  s  t  i  c  cases  ( vendor  '  s  dome  s  ti  c  -  t;/p)e  case), 

Ilotc  also  markings  vrhich  must  bo  placed  on  all  cases.    All  the 
cases  in  a  lot,  if  not  already  suitably  marked  v:ith  a  lot  namibcr, 
should  Ik  properly  identified  T/i th  a  lot  niimbur  before  any  samples 
arc  drava'x.     Also,  note  the  type  label  \;hich  is  required  to  be  on 
each  can. 

.  4,  Under  "Delivery"  note  that  the  vendor  m.ust  furnish  th^:  original 
and  tiTO  copies  of  the  inspection  and  vreight  ccrtif  icato'~'t'o'  "the 
F.S.C.C.     The  inspection  shall  be  completed  and  delivery  tendered 
within  30  days  after  the  -date  specified  in  the  offer  as  the  date 
on  which  the  milk  will  be  ready  for  sampling.     Unless  the  milk 
is  offered  for  sampling  within  30  days  from,  the  date  specified 
in  the  offer  as  the  date  on  which  it  will  bo  ready,  samples  should 
not  be  taken  v.dthout  specific,  written  authority  f roiii  The"  Fo'^.C  .C". 

IToto  also  the  last  t\'':o  sentences  in  the  paragraph  under  "Delivery", 
dealing  with  provisions  under  vrhich  shipment  of  the  product  sc^mplcd 
may  be  made  prior  to  com.plotion  of  the  inspection  at  the  vendor's 
responsibility. 


The  followin;;  proccdii.rc  should  be  followed  in  scnpling  ci/c^.porr.tcd  milk,  ship- 
ping scLnplos  end  in  prcpc-.ring  ,thc  noccssc.ry  scxipling  reports: 

Upon  r.rrival  c.t  point  of  scjnpling,  immediate  contact  should  he  made 
vdth  the  contractor  and  request  made  of  him  for  assistance  in  sampling 
the  product  and  in  identifying  the  product  thus  sampled. 

Obtain  a  list  of  the  lots  to  be  sampled  vfith  date  of  manufacture  and 
number  of  cases  in  each  lot,     (Number  of  cases  shipped  or  to  be  de- 
livered from  any  lot  cannot  exceed  the  numbc"r~o'f  c"a"so"s'  Tisted  for 
that  lot  on  the  srjnpling  report;  therefore,  only  complete  lots  should 
be  sampled.)  ~     ~  ~  ' 

Select  from  each  lot  the  cases  from  v-.hich  a  sample  v/ill  be  dravm. 
These  cases  should  be  of  your  ovm  choosing  and  should  not  be  selected 
for  you  by  the  contractor.    You  should  draw  at  least  one  sample  can 
from  each  separate  lot  and  in  no  case  less  than  four  cans  froin  each 
carload.

Take  a  can  of  evaporated/from  each  case  selected  for  sampling.  Identi- 
fy each  s'jnplc  can  thus  selected  with  the  lot  niCTibor  assigned  to  that 
particular  lot  and  a  serial  number,  this  sojne  identity  to  be  shown  on 
the  sampler's  report. 

After  completing  the  sampling,  the  sam.pler  will  make  out  properly  the  sampling 
form  provided  for  this  purpose  and  securely  pack  the  sc-mple  cans  dravm  for 
shipment  by  express  prepaid  to  the  laboratory,  \:'here  the  examination  v;ill  be 
made.     The  cost  of  the  express  is  to  be  paid  by  the  contractor.     The  sojnpler 
should  make  the  shipment  of  the  srxrples  himself  or  should  properly  seal  the  con- 
tainers in  v/liich  they  arc  shipped  so  that  there  can  be  no  substiti.i tion. 

If  it  is  necessary  to  hold  samples  from  one  day  to  another  in  the  plant  of  the 
contractor,  they  should  be  placed  in  a  container  such  as  a  small  fibre-bor.rd 
box  or  case  and  sealed  in  such  a  manner  t.s  to  make  sure  that  they  arc  not  tam.p- 
cred  with. 

The  srj-jpling  report  should  be  completed  with  an  original  and  five  carbon  copies 
and  disposed  of  as  follows: 

(a)  Original  and  one  carbon  copy  to  bo  sent  to  the  laboratory  to 
which  the  samples  arc  fon'rardod  for  examination.     These  copies 
may  be  enclosed  vdth  the  scxiples  that  are  sliipped  to  the  lab- 
oratory, . 

(b)  One  copy  to  the  contractor. 

(c)  Two  copies  to  Ilr,  Roy  C,  Potts,  U.  S,  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Room  2917  South  Building,  "Washington,  D.  C, 

(d)  One  copy  to  be  retained  hj  the  scnpler. 

(e)  One  copy  to  lir,  Edvrard  Small,  Room  1102,  Ilevr  Fost  Office  Building, 
Chicago,  Illinois, 
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(f)     One  copy  to  Ilr,  Frc.nl:  E.  Blood,  Agricultural  I Ir.rkctinn;  Administra- 
tion,  .^OC  S.  Vfctash,  Chicu^o,  Illinois,  unless  sr.nples  r.ro  tr.kon 
ill  Cclirornic,  Oregon,  IVr.shingt on,  Ilozatcaia,  Idaho,  '.Tyoninr;,  Utah, 
Colorado,  Arizona,  IIctj-  IIoxlco  or  Ilcvada.     If  taken  in  one  of  the

The  sc^M.pling  report  should  cover  each  and  every  lot  of  evaporated  nilk  fron  rrhich 
the  contractor  desires  to  nako  delivery  to  the  F.S.C.C.    All  sc^rnpling  reports 
nust  sho\:  the  sampling  fee  in  terr.is  of  hours.     TMs  should  show  the  actual  c^uount 
of  tine  involved  in  scxipling  the  cvc?.porated  nilk,  including  travel  tine  when 
necoEsar--,    Fr;:ctions  of  hours  should  be  shovm  in  quarter  hours  or  nultiples 
thereof.    All  expenses  should  also  be  shorm  on  every  srripling  report. 

Certificates  covering  all  lots  scnpled  will  be  issued  by  the  office  whore  the 
sr.nplec  arc  analyzed.
